LOUISVILI,B, June 26—The demo- 


cratic state convention re-assembled at 
9.30 promptly, after having adjourned 
at 2 a. m., in the midst of unusual dis- 
order. At the session laat night a 
resolution denouncing the American 
Protective association was offered and 
commotion waa caused by effo'ts to 
adopt it without reference 
The reso- 


lution was referred. 


The committee on permanent organi- 


sation reported Congressman M, S. 
Berry for permanent chairman, and 
other 
officers, 
which 
report 
was 


adopted. Mr Berry made a vigorous 
speech on taking the chair. 


Numerous dilatory motions 
were 


made. The committee on resolutions 
was ready at 9 p m , but delayed its 
report, awaiting that of the committee, 
on credentials, which was engaged in a 
big fight. 


The committee on credentials closed 


up shortly before midnight and re- 
ported in favor of the Hardin delegates 
in Louisville and at Newport, when the 
scenes of disorder had a short suspen- 
sion. When the Clay men offered a 
minority report on credentials, another 
lively scene was begun, with the usual 
motions for adjournment, which was 
kept up until 2 o'clock, when the con- 
vention adjourned in sn uproar. 


At the opening of the convention 


this morning prayer waa offered by 
Rev. John Willis, when the "discussion 
on the minority report of the com- 
mittee on credentials was resumed. 


After discussing an hour and a half, 


the motion to substitute the minority 
report on credentials for the majority 
report, the call of the 119 counties be- 
gan.

The Clay men favored the substitute, 


and the Hurdin men opposed it. As 
the vote was considered a test of 
strength, it was watched with great in- 
terest and resulted 448 ayes, 425 nays. 


The result was greeted with loud 


cheering by the Clay men. The Har- 
din men rushed to the platform, charg- 
ed false counting and fraud, and created 
a most tumultuous scene, which was 
finally checked by crowding Senator 
Lindsay through thefighters to the front 
of the platform when lie opened an- 
other hot contest by presenting the 
mnjority report 


The following was reported by Sena- 


tor Lindsay, chairman of the commit' 
tee on resolutions as the majority re- 
port, signed by nine of the thirteen 
members: 


The undersigned, a majority of your 


committee, beg leave to submit as their 
report the accompanying resolutions: 


First—The democracy of Kentucky, 


in convention assembled, congratulate 
the country upon the repeal of the Mc- 
Kinley tariff law and upon the evi- 
dences we have on every hand of re- 
turning prosperity, under the opera- 
tions of reduced and equalized tariff 
legislation; and 
we 
denounce, 
as 


fraught with danger and disaster, the 
threat of our republican adversaries to 
re-establish a protective tariff and re- 
inaugurate a policy of unequal taxation, 
which in connection with general mis- 
government by the republican party 
culminated in the business panic of 
1893. 


Second. The democratic party, which 


has always stood for ihe Christian 
church and state, for the sake alike of 
civil and religious freedom, does not 
hesitate to condemn all efforts to create 
a distinction among citizens because of 
differences in faith as repugnant to an 
enlightened age and abhorent to the 
instincts of American freemen, 


Third 
We re-affim, without qualifi- 


cation, the principles and policies de- 
clared by the national democratic plat- 
form of 1892, and declare that our pres- 
ent democratic administration is en- 
titled to the thanks of the party for its 
honest, courageous and statesman-like 
management of public affairs, and we 
express our undiminished confidence 
in the democracy and patriotism of 
President Grover Cleveland, and his 
distinguished advisor, Secretary John 
G Carlisle, of Kentucky." 


the committee on resolutions which is 
proposed as an indorsement of the 
present national democratic adminis- 
tration, because the s&id resolution is 
--ibigious, obscure and uncertain in 
its meaning, and is in our opinion an 
attempt to straddle the most vital 
question now attracting the attention 
of the American people, and, while the 
undersigned Jo not concur in the 
views expressed in said resolution, nor 
in the views expressed m the amend- 
ment which they submitted, they never- 
theless believe that it is tha duty of the 
democratic party to express itself in 
clear and unambigious terms on this 
subject 


"The financial policy of the present 


democratic administration deserves an 
unqualified indorsement at the hands 
of the democratic party of Kentucky, 
or it does not deserve such indorse- 
ment; and, with a view of taking the 
opinion of the representatives of the 
democrats of Kentucky in convention 
assembled, we submit the following as 
an amendment to said resolution: 


"Resolved, By the demacrats in Ken 


lucky in convention assembled that 
the present democratic administration 
is entitled to the thanks of the whole 
country for its statesmanlike manage- 
ment of public affairs and we further 
declare that both President Cleveland 
and Secretary Carlisle are entitled to 
the unqualified endorsement of the 
American people for maintaining the 
credit of the government and their 
issuance of said $160 000 000 of interest 
bearing bonds is hereby expressly in- 
dorsed," 


"The undersigned members of the 


committee on resolutions, believing 
that the democratic party of Kentucky 
should plainly declare in favor of true 
bi-metallism, or the gold standard, ofler 
the following as a separate resolution 
and ask its adoption: 


"Resolved, That we believe in the 


coinage of both gold and silver as the 
primary money of the country into 
legal tender dollars, receivable in pay- 
ment of all its debts, public and pri- 
vate, upon terms of exact equality." 


Mr. Rhea made a most vigorous argu- 


ment and offered a second or supple- 
mental minority report which simply 
reaffirmed the national platform of the 
party of 1892 and urged its adoption as 
a measure of expediency owing to the 
divergent views in the party in Ken 
tuoky on the financial question. 
Con- 


gressman Ellis opened the debate for 
the minority report. 


Ex-Governor James B. McCreary, 


who is a candidate for the senate, made 
a vigorous appeal for the Kentucky 
democracy, co-operating with Cleve. 
land, Carlisle and the democracy as its 
principles had been declared in 1893 
Senator Blackburn sat 
immediately 


back of the speaker. 
When McCresry 


argued that there was no room for two 
democratic parties in Kentucky, the 
"sound money" men cheered loudly. 
Mr. McCreary opposed the minority 
report and its supplement most vigor- 
ously and held the floor, notwithstand- 
ing the calls for Blackburn and other 
disturbances 


After 
McCreary 
concluded, the 


Hardin men insisted on a recount of 
the vote by which the minority report 
was subssituted for the majority report 
on credentials and the convention hall 
for some time resembled a riot. 


The secretary discovered errors and 


Chairman A. S Berry announced that 
the correction would be made later if 


demonstrations 
The 
COM ^ntion 


reached the climax of the highest 
pitch when tbe senator denounced the 
insinuation that the majority report 
was a republican platform 
His voice 


sounded like the roaring of a Hon as 
he warmed up in replying to the insin- 
uations that the mijority of those on 
the committee or in this convention 
were advocates of republican doctrines 
of any kind 


Senator Lindsay was (interrupted by 


numerous questions from the silver 
men, among them being one "Why the 
reaffirming of the platform of 1892 
would not be enough?' 
He replied 


thst they wanted more of a good thing. 
Senator Lindsay moved the adoption 
of the majority report and there was a 
response of nays in loud chorus. Chair- 
man Berry announced that a revision of 
the count by the secretary sustained 
tho previous announcement ot the sub 
stitution of the minority report on cre- 
dentials for the majority report 
The 


Clay men cheered this announcement 
and the Hardin men precipitated an- 
other row. 


The previous question wns ordered 


on a vive voice voie after 1 o'clock on 
the adoption of the reports on resolu- 
tions. In this proceeding Chairman 
Berry was equal to the emergency in 
his rulings on the the vote or the re- 
sult would never have been reached. 
Ex-Congressman Ellis moved to amend 
section 
'< of the majority report after 


the words "platform of 1892" This 
amendment struck out that part en- 
dorsing the administration, Cleveland 
and Carlisle for their negotiations with 
Rothschilds and Morgan. 


This was ruled out and the next vote 


was taken on the amendment of Mr. 
Ellis, wiich reaffirmed the Chicago 
platform of 1892, and cut out the en- 
dorsement of Cleveland and Carlisle. 
At 1.30 the secretary began calling the 
roll on what was termed a vote on 
Cleveland and Carlisle 
The 
Ellis 


amendment was defeated by a large 
majority. It was considered with favor 
for Clay as well as a victory for .Cleve- 
land and Carlisle. The vote on the 
Ellis amendment was announced, yeas, 
270635, nays, 5982935, when there 
was loud cheering for Cleveland and 
Carlisle 


It was moved that the majority re- 


port be adopted by a vive voice vole. 
Messrs. Rhea, Ellis and others claimed 
that they were entitled to another vote 
on their original minority report, which 
was a sarcastic endorsement of Cleve- 
land and Carlisle for maintaining a 
single gold standard. The Ellis amend- 
ment was known as the [supplemental 
report 
The roll had been called on it 


and the silver men insisted on the roll 
being called again on substituting the 
original minority report for the major- 
ity report. There was an overwhelming 
vive voice vote against the minority re- 
port, but a call of the 119 counties was 
demanded and ordered at 2 30. 


The vote on the adoption of the ma- 


jority report was announced as 647 39-79 
ayes to 233 39-70 nays, and received 
with great applause. The convention 
then took a recess until 7.30 o'clock.

The names of President Cleveland 


and Secretary Carlisle were received 
with 
prolonged applause. 
Ex-Con- 


gressman W. T. Ellis presented the 
minority report, when John S. Rhea 
took the floor to read them. 


The following is the minority report, 


in which the silver men sought to load 
down the majority rather than advo- 
cate their own views; 


"The undersigned members of the 


committee on -^solutions dissent from 
the views expressed by the majority of 


the delegates would allow the consid- 
eration of the resolutions to proceed. 


Mr. John S. Rhea was accorded the 


floor and made such a vigorous speech 
against the majority report on resolu- 
tions as to stop all disturbance and 
command the closest attention, Mr. 
Rhea denounced President Cleveland 
and Secretary Carlisle in as bitter and 
eloquent words as the queen's English 
could furnish. When he quoted Henry 
Watterson ai> saying in 1892: "Nomi- 
nate Grover Cleveland and you rush 
from a slaughter house in to an open 
grave," with the sentiment of the con- 
vention against him, Mr. Rhea not only 
brought it to order, but commanded its 
close attention for a long time in hia 
philippic ofCleveland and Carlisle as the 
associates of Rothschilds and Morgan 
and not of the people. 


Mr, Jacob Roads fallowed Mr. Rhea 


with a pillippic against the;administra- 
tion and in support of the minority re- 
port and its Supplemant on resolutions. 
He wanted a compromise reaffirming 
the platform of 1892 and going no 
further, and claimed to be offering the 
olive branch. 


Senator Blackburn had been called 


for all day and finally came to the 
front. He said at the outeet that he 
was opposed to M, 0. Bradley, the re- 
publican candidate for governor of Ken- 
tucky, and for that reason was opposed 
to the majority report of resolutions. 
He replied especially to the argument 
of Congressman McCreftry with most 
intense earnestness. 
He stood for 


harmony, but he warned the conven- 
tion against endorsing Sherman instead 
of Jefferson. He had never endorsed 
a republican platform and ho did not 
want the Kentucky democracy to do so 
today. He was for democratic bimetal- 
lism and not for the republican gold 
standard. He was not hero (or any 
new departure, but for old tune hon- 
ored democratic principles and to op-

INDIANAPOLIS, June 26—The execu- 


tive committee of the Indiana Brewers' 
association met at the Bates house to 
discues the opinion renclerec, by iheir 
attorneys regsi ding the Nicholson law. 
Thia opirion is that tbe law is uncon- 
stitutional 
It was decided by the ex- 


ecutive committee to take immediate 
steps to test the law, and to carry the 
case to the supreme court of the state. 
The committee gave out this state- 
ment 


"It is significant that no wholesale 


liquor dealers have taken steps or as- 
sisted in any way to contest the Nich- 
olson bill, which is explained by the 
brewers that whisky will be bsnefitted 
instead of injured through the enforce- 
ment of the Nicholson law. They say 
the more stringent the law the stronger 
the beverage. 


"Whisky can be easily concealed and 


drank at any temperature, while beer 
is bulky and must be drank cool, 


"The Nicholson bill was drawn up by 


extremists, and is impractical, puts an 
honest saloonkeeper in the hands of 
blackmailers 
If saloonists violated the 


old law because it was too mild, row 
that they hai e passed a more stringent 
measure, does it stand to reason that 
the former violators will obey ? Some 
states had prohibition, which h still a 
more stringent law. Was drink abol- 
ished? Maine, the oldest prohibition 
state, is going back to licensing saloons. 
Why? Because extremes never work. 
We have very good and sensible laws 
•egulating the traffic, and we have had 
good success, as we believe the state of 
Indiana stands as high in sobriety as 
any other state in the union, prohibi 
tion states not excepted. 


"It is false that tha Liquor league 


has raised $6,000, or any amount of 
money, to antagoni/.a the Nicholson 
bill, in fact, there is no such league in 
existence, and if some people would 
only take the pains, if they desire to 
be truthful, they would not mislead 
those to whom they preach 
about 


liquor leagues. It is not creditable to 
them to have to manufacture phantom 
antagonistic leagues in order to hold 
their audiences. 


"In conclusion would say, that we 


believe that if the people in the state of 
Indiana would have had a voice by bal- 
lot on this subject they would never 
have accepted ine Nicholson bill. 
It 


was a measure that was not up before 
the people, it was unfair to pass it, as 
no issue was made either by demo- 
cratic or republican platforms in the 
campaign 
No local option feature was 


in either platform, and whenever it 
was in the republican platform their 
legislative candidates were defeated. 


"Yes, we will contest the Nicholson 


bill upon its merits, no politics is in it, 
and we shall retain legal talent, regard- 
less as to what party or creed they be- 
long " 


The committee decided to issue a 


proclamation to the saloonkeepers of 
the state asking them to obey tho law 
so long as it is on the statute books. 
The members say thoy will select their 
own cases in which to begin test suits 
and will choose cases in which all the 
points of the law are involved. The 
proclamation to saloonkeepers was pre- 
pared late this afternoon.

A careful perusal of the 
derision shows that the only point de- 
cided is that paid-up stock, or stock 
which represents money loaned to the 
association, even though but partly 
paid up, is taxable.

TO DRAIN NEW ORLEANS. 


The City Conslderlns a Vast Plan Which 


Win Cost 88,000,000. 


New Orleans is considering plans for 


a system of canals, pumps and reser- 
voirs to drain the entire territory on 
which the city is located. The work 
will cost $8,000,000, and will require 
five years for completion. The plans 
were drawn by General Rudolph Her- 
ring, the well kuown export in munici- 
pal engineering, after a year's study of 
the topography of the country and a 
careful survey of the proposed canals. 


Whether the system will be adopted 


by the city and constructed as planned 
has not been determined, but the lead- 
lug business men of the place are heart- 
ily in favor of beginning the work at 
onca It is proposed to drain the city 
into Lakes Borgne and Pontchartrain, 
instead of into the Mississippi river, aa 
the level of the city is so low that river 
drainage will always be unsatisfactory. 


Eight steam pumps will be required 


to force the water into the hikes, and by 
this means it is expected to keep the 
water in the mam canals at a low level 
during the heaviest rainstorms. 
In ad- 


vocating bis system General Herring 
said that the most approved plans of re- 
cent times had been studied with a 
view to bringing into plaf all their suc- 
cessful features to be applied to the un- 
usual conditions relative to the land on 
which New Orleans is built ; that it 
will be a grand auxiliary to the present 
scheme of sewerage; that it will drain 
every part of the city thoroughly, ren- 
dering every foot of it habitable and 
free from the overflows which character- 
ize it now; that it will consequently 
build np the city and put it on a par as 
a residence city with any place in the 
country. — New York Post.
